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Attempted robberies 
in Ranleigh Road area 


DETECTIVES are appeal¬ 
ing for witnesses to come 
forward after two at¬ 
tempted robberies in Wey¬ 
mouth. 

Both offences occurred 
in Ranleigh Road and offi¬ 
cers believe the same man 
may have been responsi¬ 
ble. 

The first incident took 
place at around 8pm on 
Wednesday, March 8th, as 
the victim - a local man 
aged in his 60s - was walk¬ 
ing along the road.

The offender is described 
as white, aged in his 30s, 
five feet 10 inches tall, of 
average build and with 
short hair. He spoke with a 
local accent. 

The second incident oc¬ 
curred just before 1.30am 
today, Thursday, March 
9th, in the same section of 
Ranleigh Road. The victim 
- a local man aged in his 
30s - was walking along 
the road when he was ap¬ 
proached by a man. The 
offender pulled out a black 
handled kitchen knife and 
demanded the victim’s 


money. The victim ran 
away from the scene and 
raised the alarm. Nothing 
was taken. 

He described the of¬ 
fender as white, aged in 
his late 30s, of large 
build, with dark messy 
hair and spoke with a 
local accent. 

Detective Constable 
Sean Garrett, of Wey¬ 
mouth CID, said: “This 
was a frightening inci¬ 
dent for both victims and 
I would urge anyone who 
was in the Ranleigh 
Road area at the relevant 
time, or saw a man 


matching the descrip¬ 
tions given, to please 
contact Dorset Police. I 
would like to reassure 
members of the public 
that officers from the 
local neighbourhood 
policing team will be car¬ 
rying out high-visibility 
patrols in the area over 
the coming days.”

Council approves changes 


to adult social 


DORSET County Council’s Cabinet has approved 
changes to the way that charges are calculated for 
the care and support that adults receive. 

Following a 10-week public consultation about 
charges towards the cost of adult social care, the 
responses have been used to put together the 
framework for a revised policy for future charging. 
More than 370 people gave their views in a variety 
of ways, showing overall support for changes put 
forward. 

The current policy was last reviewed more than 
two-years-ago. 

The county council will phase in a new, means- 
tested, policy which will come into effect on April 
1st. 

From this date, new service users will be as¬ 
sessed under the revised policy. Nothing will 
change for existing service users until a person¬ 
alised means-test has been undertaken. 

Checks are also being offered to make sure peo¬ 
ple are claiming all of the welfare benefits they are 
entitled to receive. 

Dorset County Council will write to all existing 
service users affected by these changes. 

Councillor Jill Haynes, Cabinet member for adult 
social care at Dorset County Council, said: “The 
revised policy will help us to take further steps to¬ 
wards putting people in control of their own care 
and support, just as the Care Act 2014 expects us 
to do. 

“We must spend the money we have where it will 
make the most difference to people. 

“We are keen to use the freedom the Care Act 
gives us to make local policy decisions that are in¬ 
fluenced by local people. At the same time, we will 
adopt the principles in the Care Act that promote 


care charges 

affordability, wellbeing, and make sure that we 
give good support to people who care for others. 
Generally that involves asking people to contribute 
towards the cost of their services where a means- 
test shows they can afford to. 

“The welfare benefits advice service the council 
currently offers will be extended, so that we can 
help even more people to claim all of the welfare 
benefits they’re entitled to.” 

Man released 
without charge 

A MAN has been released without charge after 
an attempted street robbery in Weymouth. 

Officers were called to reports that sometime 
between 8.30pm and 9.30pm on Wednesday 
January, 11th a man was riding his bicycle out¬ 
side The Cutter pub in East Street when he was 
pulled off the bike by a group of men who ver¬ 
bally abused him. 

The men demanded the victim's running 
shoes, coat and his bicycle before throwing 
empty cans of drink at him and then stamping 
on him. 

The victim, a local man aged in his 40s, 
wrapped himself around his bike on the road 
to prevent it being taken. 

He suffered minor injuries in the incident. 
Nothing was stolen. 

An 18-year-old man from Weymouth arrested 
on suspicion of two counts of assault has been 
released from police bail without charge. 
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Parking permits go virtual 


RESIDENT and visitor on¬ 
street parking permits issued 
by Dorset County Council are 
going virtual. 

Residents are now able to 
apply online for their on¬ 
street parking permits. 

The new virtual permits will 
be electronic and - just like 
paying for parking on your 
phone - there will be nothing 
to display in your vehicle. 

The permits will be man¬ 
aged by MiPermit on behalf of 
the county council and, al¬ 


though residents will be able 
to contact MiPermit by phone, 
the online service will make 
permit applications available 
at any time of day, 24 hours a 
day, and ready to use straight 
away. 

Simon Gledhill, Dorset High¬ 
ways network traffic manager, 
said: "Our current on-street 
parking permit holders don't 
need to do anything until 
their permit is due for re¬ 
newal, they will get their usual 
reminder letter with the de¬ 


tails of how to apply for their 
new permit. 

"Our enforcement officers 
will have access to the regis¬ 
tered permit holders through 
their handheld devices - so al¬ 
though there will no longer 
be a paper permit in your car, 
we will still be able provide 
enforcement in our residents 
permit scheme areas."

Garage forecourt and shop reopen 


RESIDENTS of Winterbourne Abbas, together 
with local commuters and passing drivers have 
been celebrating the re-opening of the village 
forecourt and shop. 

Situated on the busy A35 between Bridport 
and Dorchester, the business closed last year 
and was subsequently sold to West Country 
forecourt operators, Chartman Retail. Chartman 
are an independent group, who were awarded 
the Forecourt of the year accolade in 2015 at 
the national Retail Industry Awards. 

For ex-Weymouth Grammar School students 
John Hartshorne and Clive Sheppard the acqui¬ 
sition represents something of a homecoming. 
After leaving school in the mid 1970's the pair 
started working together at the former Lod- 
moor filling station, which John managed at 
the time. John continued in similar roles whilst 
Clive went away to University in Southampton, 


but their paths then met again later before 
Chartman was founded in 1987. 

Since then the company has grown to be¬ 
come the largest independent fuel station op¬ 
erator in the South West, with locations 
spanning four counties. John and Clive always 
retained memories of the Winterbourne Abbas 
site being a busy location in it's heyday, and 
were delighted to secure the purchase of the 
site with a view to restoring it to it's former 
glory. 

Chartman have secured planning approval to 
redevelop the forecourt with a 2000sq ft shop, 
and work is under way to bring this about, but 
in the meantime the first step has been taken 
by restoring fuel supplies, stocking the shop 
and introducing Costa coffee, where sales alone 
reached nearly 100 a day just three days after 
opening.

MORE than 900 runners took part in Sunday’s 
Weymouth Half Marathon. 

Changes were made to the course after comments 
from last year with the event resulting in some 
morning road and bus route closures.

Drug dealer 

A MAN caught dealing drugs in Weymouth town 
centre has been jailed for five years - with an ap¬ 
peal to find his accomplice issued. 

Paul Corrigan, previously of Liverpool but cur¬ 
rently of no fixed abode, was sentenced at 
Bournemouth Crown Court on Monday, March 
6th having been found guilty of being concerned 
in the supply of Class A drug heroin. 

The court heard that on Thursday, February 4th 
2016, Corrigan, 33, and another man were in¬ 
volved in the supply of l,216mg of diamorphine 
to two women in the Melcombe Regis car park. 

Subsequent enquiries led officers to Corrigan and 
he was arrested on Wednesday, September 14th 
2016 and charged two days later. 

The second man has been identified as 26-year- 
old Michael Appleton of Manchester. He is wanted 
by officers in connection with this case. 

During sentencing, Recorder Ms Sarah Vaughan- 
Jones QC described Corrigan as a “prime mover” 
and said that he played a significant role in the in¬ 
cident. 

Detective Constable Ben Singleton, of Dorset 
Police’s Major Crime Investigation Team, said: 
“Drug dealers such as Paul Corrigan have no place 
in Weymouth and I hope the sentence handed out 
by the courts will send a very strong message that 
anyone caught dealing drugs in our communities 
will be arrested and dealt with robustly by the 
courts.” 

Inspector Pete Browning, of Weymouth police, 
said: “Drug misuse and the acquisitive crimes as¬ 
sociated with it have a detrimental effect on our 
communities. 

“As part of ongoing police work, we will con¬ 
tinue to collate police intelligence and information 
from the community to keep the pressure on and 
rid our streets of drug dealing, misuse and the anti¬ 
social behaviour that goes with it. 

“We take the concerns of the public very seri¬ 
ously and we will continue to work closely with 
members of the Weymouth community to keep the 
town safe and proactively deal with information 
relating to drugs offences and other criminal or 
anti-social behaviour.

Historic Dolly Varden is set 
to make waves once again 


AN exciting project is set to come to Weymouth as a 
team of volunteers restore a famous racing yacht. 

The Dolly Varden was built in Cowes in 1872. Now 
one of the oldest ships on the National Register of 
Historic Vessels, volunteers from Weymouth are keen 
to restore the 37ft yacht to her former glory. 

Grahame Knott of Weymouth, Founder and Chair¬ 
man of The Shipwreck Project, recently discovered 
Dolly Varden in a field near Wool and instantly felt a 
connection to such an important part of UK maritime 
history. 

He said: “I just couldn’t believe that the Dolly Var¬ 
den was still intact. She is so well known throughout 
history but disappeared in the early 1990s. Everyone 
thought she had been scrapped, but it turned out she 
had been in a field for 25 years waiting for someone 
to realise her importance and potential.” 

Dolly Varden has an interesting history. Her build 
was initially based on the Itchen ferry fishing vessels, 
but after changing hands in 1888, she was transformed 
into a famous racing yacht by her new owner, Thomas 
White Ratsey, of the eminent Ratsey & Fapthorne sail 
makers. Here she was also used to test different sails 
and rigs for the America’s Cup. 

Mr Knott added: “A friend of George V, Ratsey is 
known to have entertained the king and queen on 
board in 1935 and we suspect that they also raced on 
board Dolly. We are so excited to be preserving such 
an integral part of British heritage and maritime his¬ 
tory.” 

Dolly Varden is currently in Dorset thanks to the 
help of Dave Caddy from local firm Kingfisher Ma¬ 
rine. Over the coming months the team of volunteers 
plan to assess the ship’s elm hull and begin work on 
her restoration. This will involve fundraising for the 
project, the aim of which is to return her to a racing 
yacht.

■ I REFER to the letter from Barry 
Thompson [ViewFrom 08.03.17) and 
have to say I support much of what 
he says with maybe a reservation or 
two.

amining possible sites surrounding 
Dorchester that are "in or close to 
Areas of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty"and "close to heritage as¬ 
sets". 


As one of those dreadful Conserva¬ 
tives on West Dorset District Council, 

I suggest this is an over egged 
protest. One cannot turn a sod in 
Dorchester without upsetting a her¬ 
itage asset and they complain about 
proposals that are merely close to 
such assets. Equally there is only one 
Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty, 
which covers most of the land to the 
south and west of Dorchester, and 
only one site is due for consideration 
in that area.That land already 
houses an anaerobic digester gas 
producing plant and formally a radio 
station pylon array together with a 
Dorset County Council bus depot. 

What the Liberals fail to mention, 
and seem to disregard, is the afford¬ 
able housing that would be forth¬ 
coming if development on some 
(and I stress "some") of this land is 
achieved.

Humans are just as much to blame as seagulls 


THIS week's Growing Old Disgrace¬ 
fully looks at mobility scooters and 
whether they match elderly people's 
needs. 

Some might feel that scooters are 
enough of a menace already because 
they are largely driven by elderly 
people whose reactions, to say the 
least, perhaps aren't what they were. 

But there is an alternative school of 
thought among some pensioners 
wistful for the car they had to give up 
who feel a sedate 2mph glide isn't for 
them and that their scooters don't go 
fast enough. 

I'm bound to say that limiting 
scooters to gentle speeds gets my 
vote since the prospect of Albert and 
Agnes cutting loose and racing each 
other down St Mary Street in their 
new 1.5 litre twin cam 0-60mph in 
five seconds mobility scooters is a 
recipe for disaster. 

Unsuspecting shoppers should not 
have to leap for their lives at the air 
horn sound of Marching Through 
Georgia just because some octoge¬ 
narian speedster feels like "burning 
up"the town centre. 

So we'll keep things as they are, 
thankyou...at least until I have to give 
my car up! 


WEYMOUTH has a serious problem 
with seagull attacks and foraging, partic¬ 
ularly on the Esplanade. 

But hearing that politicians are now de¬ 
bating the national problem of seagulls 
doesn’t fill me with confidence that any¬ 
thing useful will come out of the House 
of Commons. 

Seagull control experts recently said 
that this was a war they could not win not 
least because the bird is protected and 
there can be no cull of its numbers which 
in any case are Red Listed as being dan¬ 
gerously low. 

That leaves deterrent as the only way 
forward be it roof spikes, wires, netting 


or water rifles. So what can we expect 
politicians to achieve that the experts say 
they cannot? 

Well for a start MPs are unlikely to 
reach a swift decision because there will 
have to be debates on what is or is not a 
gull, the types, timing and frequency of 
attacks and predations and - most time 
consuming of all - who is going to pay 
for whatever course of inaction is cho¬ 
sen. 

Meanwhile the gulls are sharpening 
their beaks ready for the 2017 feathered 
fast food season. 

Last year I was attacked by a gull in 
Poole which buffeted my face and arm, 


knocking my tasty sandwich to the 
ground where the bird wolfed it down. 
Passers-by checked I was OK and told 
me I’d inadvertently sat on a bench at the 
centre of many gull attacks, but Wey¬ 
mouth can be just as bad. 

Only last summer I saw numerous in¬ 
cidents of gull gorging, perhaps the most 
startling of which came when a man suc¬ 
cessfully beat off one gull’s attempts to 
grab his seafront lunch only for another 
gull to sneak in behind him and gobble 
almost an entire cod and chips in less 
than five seconds. 

How their neck seems to expand to take 
in any shape of food is unbelievable. 


The brutal truth is that we can’t tackle 
the gull problem unless we tackle our 
own attitude to food and food disposal. 

By all means warily enjoy an open air 
seafront meal, but to walk away from 
table leaving meal remains in plain site 
is just a green light to encourage gulls to 
swoop down. 

From there it’s just a short flight from 
gulls grabbing food from empty tables to 
gulls trying to grab food from people 
while they are still eating. 

The only way to educate gulls is to re¬ 
move the food attraction and you don’t 
need a ponderous parliamentary debate 
to appreciate that. 


Maybe not such a light bulb moment for council decision makers 


BE with you in a minute...just trying to find my front door 
key in the dark because all the street lights have been 
switched off. 

It’s part of alleged county council savings worth 
£500,000 gained by switching off four out of five street 
lights across the county for part or all of the night. 

This apparently means that the authority doesn’t have 
to put so many shillings in the meter and can have a bit 
of extra cash for much needed projects, but what sort of 
projects? 

Well, some of the cash might go towards meeting re¬ 


dundancy payments for a number of county street light 
repair workers who clearly aren’t going to be needed so 
much. 

But most of the cash will be put aside to handle a moun¬ 
tain of legal actions against the council brought by pedes¬ 
trians tripping over in the dark and people with burns 
caused by trying to use cigarette lighters to see where 
they are going. 

One of the more serious concerns residents have about 
the “switch-off’ is that thieves, vandals and burglars are 
bound to fancy their chances a lot more for a quick bit of 


smash and grab or breaking and entering because they 
can’t be seen. And if because of this residents respond 
swiftly and violently to anyone they catch in their dark¬ 
ened home then it may be too late to offer soothing words 
to granny after you’ve smashed her over the head a few 
times with a baseball bat. 

In short, everyone can see the concept of saving money 
by switching off most street lights but they may need a 
lot of convincing that there aren’t a shed-load of draw¬ 
backs to go with such cuts....and I still can’t find my front 
door keyhole. Has anyone got a torch?!

It’s not all song 
and dance at the 

Theatre this week 


IN THEATRE, just like in 
life, it’s good to occasionally 
be taken out of your comfort 
zone and this is something 
I’ve had to learn over the 
last two years. 

Given the choice, my ideal 
viewing is and always will 
be an all singing, all dancing 
musical, but recently my 
eyes have been opened to a 
whole world of theatre, 
which I had no idea could be 
quite so enthralling. 

Like film and television, 
it’s sometimes the darker 
material, which has more of 
an impact, so, rather than 
shows with tap shoes and 
plenty of vibrato (my pre¬ 
ferred theatrical lot), this 


week has been filled with 
powerful portrayals and pro¬ 
ductions I would never nor¬ 
mally choose to see. 

It's great to experience a 
full range, but you do need 
to make sure you're emo¬ 
tionally robust (which I'm 
not!) before you visit and my 
delicate state was well and 
truly tested right at the be¬ 
ginning of the week with a 
trip to Thomas Hardye 
School. 

I was invited to see the A- 
Level Drama students per¬ 
form their examination 
pieces and although there 
was a wealth of exceptional 
talent on display, some of 
the subject matter, which 


they had chosen was hor¬ 
rific; boundary pushing in 
every sense and worryingly 
thought provoking. 

My next theatre trip wasn’t 
much cheerier either as I 
headed off to Southwark 
Playhouse to see The Diary 
of a Teenage Girl. I like to go 
in cold when it comes to the¬ 
atre and try not to read too 
much about shows before 
my visit and so, I had in my 
mind that the production 
was going to be a, kind of, 
girl’s version of Adrian 
Mole. 

How wrong could I be? It 
turns out very. Although the 
play is a comedy, it’s actu¬ 
ally about a girl being sexu¬

ally abused, so I failed to see 
the funny side. That said, it 
was very well done and as a 
critic, you have to take into 
consideration the quality of 
the production, not just your 
own personal taste when 
you are reviewing some¬ 
thing. 

Next on the list was a visit 
to the Harold Pinter to see 
Imelda Staunton and co in 
Who’s afraid of Virginia 
Woolf?. The multi-award 
winner was absolutely ma¬ 
jestic throughout, but I have 
to admit that I had no idea 
what was going on for most 
of play. 

I then trooped down to the 
Old Vic to see Daniel Rad¬ 
cliffe in Rosencrantz and 
Guildenstern are Dead, 
which although wordy and 
at times a little baffling, pro¬ 
vided the light relief I had 
been longing for all week. 

All of the plays were ex¬ 
tremely well done and kept 
me on the edge of my seat, 


but I couldn’t help but yearn 
for a musical to lighten my 
mood and leave me with a 
spring in my step. 

I will start to scratch my 
musical theatre itch again 
very soon however, as I’m 
about to get back on the 
stage myself. I’m ecstatic to 
be joining the cast of Spa¬ 
malot in Axminster and will 
start rehearsals in May. 

The hilarious musical com¬ 
edy, based on Monty Python 
and the Holy Grail will be 
staged at the Guildhall in 
September and I’m playing 
the coveted role of the Lady 
of the Lake, a part which has 
been played by the likes of 
Bonnie Langford and Jodie 
Prenger, so I’ll be sure to ask 
their advice before I start. 

Next week I'm off to see a 
play called Seventeen at the 
Lyric Hammersmith-which 
sees a cast of veteran actors

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GUINNESS BEER CASTLE 



ONE of Ireland's most historic homes is for sale. Celebrate St. Patrick's Day and 
'drown the shamrock' at the Guinness Beer Castle that has reigned over the rolling 
emerald hills of Ireland near Dublin since the 18th century. In recent history, the 
castle housed Guinness-beer heiress Oonagh, Lady Oranmore and Browne, one 
of the three "golden Guinness girls," who entertained lavishly and whose guests 
have included the Rolling Stones, Anjelica Huston (who grew up next-door), Lu¬ 
cian Freud, and U2's Bono. 

Dublin's most famous export, Guinness beer, first arrived in the United States on 
the shore of North Carolina in 1817 under the direction of Arthur Guinness II, first 
heir to the company. The dark ale, known as stout, became an instant hit as it 
spread its delicious exports around the world. Today, offering eleven distinct va¬ 


rieties, thousands of bottles will be consumed on St. Patrick's Day, 
a one-day break from Lent, after sixteen days of building up a 
powerful thirst. Though to many Americans, St. Patrick's Day has 
evolved into green beer and a drinking free-for-all, if you're head¬ 
ing to Dublin to celebrate and take a tour of the Guinness castle, 
be forewarned that you'll probably be doing it with other tourists 
in the Guinness'Temple Bar neighborhood because when the pa¬ 
rade is over most of the locals head home to a nice dinner and an 
evening of calm entertainment. 

The castle, named Luggala, is on 5,000 acres and lies within its 
original 18th-century gardens surrounded by old Irish oaks, emer¬ 
ald lawns, heather and wildflowers overlooking the dark blue 
water of Lough (Lake) Tay. Though not of massive proportions and 
tall spires, Luggala, a former hunting lodge, is comprised of 
19,099 square feet of living space with a total of 27 bedrooms and 
18 full baths. With its low-lying crenellated roofline, the white¬ 
washed structure makes a striking statement against the dark- 
wooded backdrop. Leaning toward Gothic style, it is awash with 
little battlements, crochets, trefoil and quatrefoil windows and 
ogee mantelpieces throughout. Structures on the property in¬ 
clude the main house with seven bedrooms, dining room, large 
entrance hall, three main reception rooms and library, a four-bed¬ 
room guest house and another 17 bedrooms between seven 
lodges and cottages within the estate. A fascinating story of the 
estate's history can be found in "Luggala Days: The Story of a 
Guinness House" by Robert O'Byrne, who tells that it was once 
called "the most decorative honey pot in Ireland" and elaborates 
on its scandals and intrigues. 

Now for sale, the 18th-century castle that beer bought and was 
always known as a house of great welcome and happiness, ac¬ 
cording to historians, is priced at $29.5 million or about 28 million 
euros.
